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Ant Extract from an Account of the Pelew Iflands, in the Pe 
cifie Ocean. By Captain Henry Filfen. 


UR people now opened a communication from one 
vent to the other, through which they might re 
treat, or join, in cafevof an attack, and, they alfocfet 
tled the plan of defence within the barricade, and cach 
man had his poft afligned him, ‘The reafon of making 
thefe preparations was, the long ftay the people made 
who were gone with the king to-battle ; they under 
flood that they would be back in four or five days, 
and this was the ninth morning they had been abfeat 
In the afternoon four other canoes were perceivtd 
meking into tne harbour: by the boatmen {platting 
their paddles, our peeple conceived the king wasn 
board one of them; but to their great fatisfactionthey 
foon faw they were their countrymen returned,—Tbey 
were welcomed with every teftimony of joy; andi 
vas no {mall pleafure to thofe left on the ifland, torte 
them all come back in health and fpirits. ~They te 
ported they had been very kindly treated fince theit 
parture, the natives bebaving to them in. the mel 
friendly unreferved:manner. The king’s brother» Ra . 
«Kook, came back with them. Tie canoes brevght 
great quantities of yams and cocoa-nuts, and the king 
had given each of the men who went on this expedition 
a batker of fweetmeats, and alfo fent fome bakkets © 
the Captain. 


The 
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i following was the account our people gave of 


expedition. Having departed the azth, they 
wert to.one of the king’s iflands, abour fix leagues to 
the eaftward of the cove, where they were rceived with 
great kindnefs, and treated with much hofpitality, Af- 
terremaining there all night, they’fet off the next 
morning for Pelew, the place of the king’s refidemce, 
which was in an ifland about three or four miles diftant : 
htre they remained till the aift, the king not being till 
teh able to get together all his canoes; however, by 
day-light on the a1ft, they muftered before the king’s 
houfe with their armss which confifted of bamboo darts 
ffomfive to cight feet long, pointed withthe woud of 
the beetle-nut tree and bearded; thefe they ufe for 
@efecquarters, but they have fhort ones for diftance. 
HG? 
(Phe. Englith embarked in five different canoes, and 
wentaway to the eaftward about ten or twelve leagues, 
ailing as they went along at feveral of the king’s yil- 
lages to refreth and reinforce; at half an hour patt 
Moin the afteroon, they got in fight of the enemy, 
‘The king had with him now a fleet of one hundred and 
Gftycanocs, on board of which were confiderably above 
Methoufand men. Of the enemy’s force our people 
couldform no certainty. Before the action Raa Kook 
@eitinto his canoe clofe to the town, and fpoke to 
the enemy for fome time, having Thomas Dolton in 
the boat with him, who had direétions not to fire, till 
duchtime as the fignel agreed on fhould be given him. 
What. the General faid, being received by the enemy 
With great indifference, Raa Kook threw'a fpear at 
Miétm, which they almoft immediately returned : this 
“being: the fignal for firing, was inftantly obeyed; .a 
iman-was (een to tall directly, and this threw the enemy 
‘into preat confufion. Such as were on fhore ran away, 
“id the preacer part of thofe in the canoes jumped in- 


to the water and made for land; a few more mufquets 
aft were 


My, 
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were fired, which difperfed the enemy entirely: and 
our friends feemed perfectly fatisfied with their putting? 
them to flight, and in this mark of victory! but made* 
no other ofe of it than to land, ftrip fome cocoa-nut! 
tre¢s of their fruit, and carry off fome yams and othe# 
provifion. oa 
After this fight, or more properly this attack, the 
fleet returned homeward, the king being highly pleat’ 
ed with his triumph. They ftopped at feveral plac& 
in the way, where women brought out {weet liquor 
for tne people to drink ; and’it being too far to get 
home that night, the fleet difperfed up feveral creeks, 
about eight e’clock in the evening, where they flept 
The mext morning feafts were prepared in all ‘the 
neighbouriag houfes, and at three in the afternoonthe 
people re-imbarked, and fet off for Pelew, where they 
arrived fafe about feven the fame evening. = 
alfo they found the women ready to receive them, With 
cocoa-nut fhells filled with fweet liquor. On land 
the Englifh fired a volley, and gave three chears, W 
Which the king appeared greatly pleafed. Here Our 
people flept, and were told that they muft ftay “abd 
fet off for their iland ‘the day fucceeding. ‘Théré wis 
nothing but rejoicing and feftivity in the town the next 
morning, and the reft of the day was paffed with hil 
rity, and celebrated with fongs and dances. m 
Raa Kook informed Captain Wilfon’ the precells 
night, that his brother, Abba Thulle, had given to Mim, 
for the Englifh, the iflaad he was then on, thé 0 
of which they had not heard before, but now leat 
was called Oroolong; after breakfaft, Captain Wilfon, 
in teftimony of the king’s donation, hoifted the brit 
pendant, and fired three vollies of fmall arms, in ™ 
en of their taking poffeffion of it for the Englifh. 
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This afternoon, after feeing one of the frame tim- 
up, the Captain went reund his. new ifland in the 
ue ly-boat, in order to obferve its fhores, and its ex- 
al temalappearance. He found the fouth fide of, it al- 
bn moft.a perpendicular rock, covered with wood, among 
which he obferves abundance of the cabbage-tree, but 
‘gowing in places inacceffible from the water. The 
t fide had a fair fandy beach, and fome level ground 
between the fea and the hills. It was here where the 
well was, whence our people brought their water ; and 
‘many traces of ancient plantations were foufd, fuffici-
